G reat 
Britain holding th at it is still in force 
and this view having been acquiesced in 
by all adm inistrations up to the present, 
it is said to be the view of this adm inis­ 
tration. 
Great Britain signified her willingness 
to formally abrogate the treaty some 
tim e ago if the United States would 
guarantee the neutrality of the canal, 
but the negotiations were abruptly end­ 
ed when the high joint commission dis­ 
solved, owing to the unwillingness of 
the British m inistry to show further 
friendliness to the United States at the 
risk of displeasing Canada. 
The action of the senate 
and house

This would probably l>e followed by a 
system of discrim inating tolls, a situa­ 
tion which is not acceptable to G reat 
Britain. 
Germany made some inquiries re ­ 
garding the purpose of the I nlted States 
when the Hepburn bill was discussed 
during the last session of congress, but 
upon assurance th at the United States 
would neutralize tile canal these inquir­ 
ies were not pressed. It is certain, how­ 
ever, that any serious effort to press the 
bill in its present form will lead to dip­ 
lomatic correspondence.
